In response，the JACL charged 
that unbiased professional techni- 
cal authorities said it would only 
require a few hours work to edit 
the film for acceptable viewing， 
that the showing of thefilm would 
do more harm than good, and that 
the loss would be comparatively 
smal since 民 TLA bought the film 
in a package deal，probably for 
less than $5 ,000. 

Reynolds，who was warned of 
the Planned protest march，said 
his station did not intend- to 
schedule the movie again and that 
the station would “cooperate ip
